Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a. The following claims are vague, indefinite, awkwardly, and 
confusingly: 

i. "its" claim 9. The limitations must be positively recited 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Santy III 
et al (5979463). 

b. Santy III et al discloses the claimed invention as recited in claims 1-3. 
Santy III et al discloses a hairbrush having a head (16), a handle (14) , bristles 
(36&44), and two openings (34). 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vendur 
(3962742). 
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c. Vendur discloses tlie claimed invention as recited in claims 1-3. Vendur 
discloses a hairbrush having a head (10), a handle (1) , bristles (12), and two 
openings (fig.1). 



Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments filed 6/30/08 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

a. Claim 1 was ameneded. 

;. The applicant amended claim 1 and as long as you have two holes 
with air blowing through one of them and some walls for that air to bounce 
off of you will have a second direction of air. Therefore the rejections 
stand.

6. Claims 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35
